and clover, which he is obliged to 
sive them free of charge.

AMUSEMENT FOR THE EOY8. 


Scientific Playthings Which Are Not 


Hard to Make. 


"It IB a great wonder to me." said 


an old chcmlHt to a Philadelphia Rec- 
ord man. "why more boj s do not take 
up chemical expeiiments as an amuse- 
ment. Why, 1 can do things with the 
common materials of 
everyday 
llf« 


which really seern to be more nia^l^al 
to the uninitiated than any of the won- 
ders that arc ordinarily performed by 
ma<;iciaris4 on the public s.tacte. So mo 
of them are KO simple that by carry- 
ing them out at a parlor entertain- 
ment a bright boy could achieve tho 
leputatlon of a rnagirian. Now, there 
are those curious little bubbles of 
glass known variously as 'Prince Ru- 
pert's drops' and as 'Dutch fears.' Ap- 
parently they are little globules of 
glass with elongated tails made by 
healing a .small gla.ss rod in a flama 
and allowing the molten drops to fall 
into water. 
After they have cooled 


you may pound the. thick part with a 
hammer or mallet, yet 
you cannot 


break them. 
On the other hand, If 


you break a little piece off their tails, 
or touch any part of them 
with a 


quartz crystal, they will disappear in- 
to the surrounding atmosphere quicker 
than snow will melt on a hot fire. To 
ihe person who does not know how 
this has happened the performance i3 
'••o astonishing as to seem uncanny." 


'THE WEARING OF THE GREEN." 


It is only within recent years that 


men have learned how to make houses 
and other structures of cement. This 
art is probably yet in a crude sta^e. 
and by and by mankind may lea; n to
